In no field. has there been more 
subtle undermining of faith and con- 
fidence in the American way of life 
than through the Protestant churches. 
We mentioned in an earlier Letter the 
work of the Church League for Indus- 

» trial Democracy, the extremely left- 
wing organization in the Episcopal 
Church. Nearly all the Protestant 
churches have corresponding left-wing 
groups. Nearly all of them are con- 
nected with the Federal Council of 
Churches of Christ in America. 


We have said before that in our 
opinion the Federal Council is one of 
the most useful allies of Communism 
in the United States. We have been 
criticized*for/saying so. Of course the 
attacks of the Federal Council and of 
its affiliated bodies are seldom direct 
— seldom forthright. Instead, they 
first plant the seed of doubt; then talk 
about the Fatherhood of God and the 
brotherhood of man; they press their 
views in allegedly Christian phraseol- 
ogy. But to borrow a figure of speech 
of Christ Himself, so far as the Amer- 


ican way of life is concerned, many of 


their leaders are wolves in sheeps’ 
clothing. 


Thus a pamphlet issued by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church says:

only in the public schools but in the 
Sunday schools of these various 
churches. 


We urge in passing that every reader 
of this Letter should inquire — should 
make more than a superficial inquiry 
— into the part his church unit is 
playing in the Federal Council of 
Churches. . He will probably find that 
not five per cent of the members of his 
parish or congregation have the slight- 
est suspicion that any of the money 
contributed by them, ostensibly for the 
furthering of the worship of God, is 
being used to advance the propaganda 
and interests of Soviet Russia. 


We say then that propaganda in our 
churches, like propaganda in our 
schools, is one of the foremost factors 
to be met, understood and counter- 
acted, especially in this year 1947 when 
the Congress and the legislatures of 
most of the states will be in session. 
Unless you do something, Mr. or Mrs. 
Reader, to. offset the effect of this 
propaganda on your legislators and 
your congressmen, you will have lost 
a chance to help save your country.
